I Return To Austerity 
May Face Britains 


In 19 5 0 the British v oters got tired of post-war 
“ a usterity .” They v oted Labor out and the Con­ 
serv ativ es in. The results hav e been good. Controls 
w'ere dropped, life became more pleasant, people 
ate more and stood in line less. The Conserv ativ e 
contention that things could be managed to make 
a usterity unnecessary was abundantly prov ed. 
But Britain is now finding that it is possible 
to hav e too much of a good thing. Creeping infla ­ 
tion is posing a threat to the nation’s prosperity . 
Unless it is checked soon, another dosé of hated 
austerity may hav e to be swallowed. The nation 
cannot continue to import too much and ex port 
too little: Britain must ex port to liv e. 
Rising prices cannot be permitted to squeeze 
British goods out of world markets. A little v olun­ 
tary self-denial appears to be the alternativ e to a 
serious economic decline. 
This is the general picture brought out on the 
surv ey of British economic conditions just issued 
by an international group, the Organization for 
European Economic Cooperation. 
Britain's basic 
problem, it points out, is to achiev e a balance 
between imports and ex ports. Foreign inv estments 


W ill 
ev entually make this v isible balance less 
important, but they can't do it ov ernight. 
The gov ernment tried to close the import- 
ex port gap, the report say s, by monetary measures 
— restricting credit, for instance, and raising bank 
rates. But this hampered industrial ex pansion and 
thus fostered inflation. Cutting down on consump­ 
tion is politically unpopular, but it will hav e to be 
faced. The report suggests that the gov ernment 
seek the cooperation of trades unions in the 
restorations of a somewhat more austere program.

Harry Truman, if 
one reads his biography , may turn out to be quite a fellow 
in the history of his country and surely no one can today 
deny Theodore Rot>seveU his rightful place even though 
it was Mark Hanna s William McKinley who was elected 
to the presidency and unfortunately shot.

ud 1c.ss it be that he is attem pting to alert the people 
ngainst Richard Nixon, of whom he makes comparatively 
scant but on the whole beneficial mention, for he does 
bring out the highly ex plosive political fact that Eisen­ 
hower likes .Nixon, which statement could get Nixon the 
nomination at San Franci.nco. 
The entire television show seemed to be designed to 
scare the American people about vice presidents and it 
even included a sequence from Morrie Ry skmd's "Of 
Thee I Sing.” written in Morric's y outh before he became 
an arch-con-stitutionalist and fought the left wing in Holly ­ 
wood. The beloved Victor .Moore, also of another vintage, 
did a scene from this play and landed in a Kosher

The only real good sense on this 
program was Harry Truman’s comment, namely that 
to abolish the v ice presidency , or to change the status 
of that office or the mode of selection would require 
a constitutional amendment, which is true and would 
not affect too much in the y ear 19 5 5 ^or 19 5 6 . 


It was good to see Henry Wallace again on this 
telecast, because put it as y ou will, Henry Wallace has 
left a permanent m ark on our history as vice president 
and even if he did make a wrong turn at one point, so 
did most of the American people and that is why we pay 
such high tax es all our lives. But on the whole and on 
the record, Henry Wallace was a more effective citizen 
than we knew when we were all partisans.

WASHINGTON — There may be 
more than meets the ey e behind 
the resignation of T. Coleman An­ 
drews as commissioner of internal 
revenue to become chairm an of 
the American Fidelity and Ca­ 
sualty Co., in his home town, Rich­ 
mond, Va.

something altogether new to the 
investigators.

of y our office as resonators, so 
that there need be no bother about 
planting such an object as was 
found in Kennan's Moscow office. 
These devices not covered by the 
anti-wiretapping law s are of course 
additional to the bewildering va­ 
riety of wiretapping devices and 
to the other devices by which 
telephones are transformed into 
listening mechanisms even when 
not in use

It further developed that the 
Markels had overpaid their tax es. 
The files withheld from McElroy 
were not for cheating on tax es, but 
because the company had suffered 
heavy insurance losses, and it was 
feared the.se losses, if known would 
affect its future status in insuring 
truck and bus lines. 
These losses have now been re­ 
couped and the company is in 
sound financial condition. 
However, it was this tax situ­ 
ation which put the company in a 
hazardous position with the Vir­ 
ginia 
Insurance 
commissioner, 
with the Illinois Insurance Com­ 
mission. and with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Wash­ 
ington. 
Since the company had probably 
overpaid its tax es, however, the 
enforcement division of Internal 
Revenue felt justified in not rec­ 
ommending penal action. This wa.s 
the negative position of Richard 
Schwartz, counsel of the enforce­ 
ment divi.sion and one of the tough­ 
est prosecutors in Internal Reve­ 
nue. when -Andrews asked why 
there had been no prosecution. 
However, the company may faca 
trouble with the Securities and Ex ­ 
change Commission for failure to 
show all of its records. For, in 
floating stocks or bonds under the 
truth-in-sec'urities act, a company 
must tell the truth, which the M ar­ 
kels did not do when they register­ 
ed an issue with the SEC two 
y ears ago. 
Just bow the versatile Commis­ 
sioner .Andrews is going to serve 
as head of a company which has 
all the.se problems with the gov­ 
ernment and y et not violate the 
conflict-of-interest 
status 
is a 
problem which a committee of 
Congress may well want to scnit- 
inize.

• Return To Austerity 
May Face Britains 


In 1950 the British voters got tired of post-war 
“austerity.” They voted Labor out and the Con­ 
servatives in. The results have been good. Controls 
were dropped, life became more pleasant, people 
ate more and stood in line less. The Conservative 
contention that things could be managed to make 
austerity unnecessary was abundantly proved. 
But Britain is now finding that it is possible 
to have too much of a good thing. Creeping infla­ 
tion is posing a threat to the nation’s prosperity. 
Unless it is checked soon, another dose! of hated 
austerity may have to be swallowed. The nation 
cannot continue to import too much and export 
too little: Britain must export to live. 
Rising prices cannot be permitted to squeeze 
British goods out of world markets. A little volun­ 
tary self-denial appears to be the alternative to a 
icrious economic decline. 
This is the general picture brought out on the 
survey of British economic conditions just issued 
by an international group, the Organization for 
European Economic Cooperation. 
Britain s basic 
problem, it points out, is to achieve a balance 
between imports and exports. Foreign investments 
will eventually make this visible balance less 
important, but they can t do it overnight. 
The government tried to close the import- 
export gap, the report says, by monetary measures 
— restricting credit, for instance, and raising bank 
rates. But this hampered industrial expansion and 
thus fostered inflation. Cutting down on consump­ 
tion is politically unpopular, but it will have to be 
faced. The report suggests that the government 
seek the cooperation of trades unions in the 
restorations of a somewhat more austere program.

This time, Murrow was attempting to educate, with­ 
out the benefit of the Aluminum Company of America, 
on the vice presidency. He resorted to John Tyler 
and Daniel Webster to no particular advantage, they 
not being candidates in Its*. The data was at times 
blurred by a young lady selling lipstick which I can 
do without, but that is part of the game. 


It seemed to me that what Mr. Murrow was trying 
to say was that vice presidents are not much use 
although seven of them have become Presidents and not 
so bad on the record. For instance, Harry Truman, if 
ope reads his biography, may turn out to be quite a fellow 
in the history of his country and surely no one can today 
deny Theodore Roosevelt his rightful place even though 
it was Mark Hanna s William McKinley who was elected 
to the presidency and unfortunately shot. I cannot quite 
understand why Murrow despised vice presidents so. 
unless it be that he is attempting to alert the people 
against Richard Nixon, of whom he makes comparatively 
scant but on the whole beneficial mention, for he does 
bring (Hit the highly explosive political fact that Eisen­ 
hower likes Nixon, which statement could get Nixon the 
nomination at San Francisco. 
The entire television show seemed to be designed to 
scare the American people about vice presidents and it 
even included a sequence from Morne Ryskind s "Of 
Thee I Sing,” written in Morrie’s youth before he became 
an arch-consututionalist and fought the left wing in Holly­ 
wood. The beloved Victor Moore, also of another vintage, 
did a scene from this play and landed in a Kosher 
Boarding House in Washington which may be as good a 
place to live in as the White House if you listen to 
presidents’ wives, none of whom seem to care for the 
place as it is neither a home nor a palace but a tourists’ 
show place where no one can find the peace of mind 
that is described in "Home, Sweet Home.” which is no

What a pity it is that wa who remember better

The point of Murrow’s television show 
escaped me except for the idea that he does not go 
for vice presidents although they are here to stay, 
being part of our system in accordance with the 
Constitution. 
The only real good sense on this 
program wa* Harry Truman's comment, namely that 
to abolish the vice presidency, or to change the statu* 
ol that office or the mode of selection would require 
a constitutional amendment, which is true and would 
not affect too much in the year 1955 or 1956. 


It was good to see Henry Wallace again on this 
telecast, because put it as you will, Henry Wallace has 
left a permanent m ark on our history as vice president 
and even if he did make a wrong turn at one point, so 
did most of the American people and that is why we pay 
such high taxes all our lives. But on the whole and on 
the record. Henry Wallace was a more effective citizen 
than we knew when we were all partisans.

Andrews’ Activity 
It s interesting that Commission­ 
er Andrews’ interest in the case 
was very much in favor of prose­ 
cuting the company which he is 
now about to head, that he almost 
put the company out of business. 
As a result of this tax case, the 
Markel family, which controlled 
American Fidelity and Casualty, 
has been partially shunted to the 
side and new blue-chip directors 
now have a majority vote on the 
board even though they control 
little or no stock. All this was done 
while Andrews was still active as 
commissioner of internal revenue, 
though he had not part in reorgan­ 
izing the company. 
Someone meanwhile tipped off 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion in Washington regarding the 
firm ’s financial affairs, with the 
result that it was almost barred 
from writing insurance for truck­ 
ing and bus lines. American Fidel­ 
ity and Casualty is the largest in­ 
surer of bus and truck lines in the 
nation. 
Commissioner 
Andrews’ 
nega­ 
tive activity regarding the firm 
which he will now 
head was so 
vigorous that some observers won­ 
dered whether he was not carving 
out a future niche for himself. My 
own news-checks convince me that 
this was not the case. The new' di­ 
rectors of the firm approached 
him to take the job: he did not ap­ 
proach them 
However, the commissioner cer­ 
tainly was not telling the truth to 
his 
boss, 
Secretary 
Humphrey. , 
when he wrote that other than 
checking with the chief counsel of 
the Interna! Revenue Service "I 
have not gotten into the case at 
all ” 
Finally, the retiring t* \ commis­ 
sioner may have trouble with the 
law which provides a criminal pen­ 
alty if a former government em ­ 
ploye 
represents 
persons 
with 
“claims against the government” 
within two years after leaving the 
government, if he handled the m at­ 
ter while in government. 
How Fraud Discovered 
The American Fidelity and Ca­ 
sualty case is one of the more im­ 
portant ones now before the tax 
court involving fraud. A jeopardy 
assessment — which is imposed 
only in case of fraud — has been 
placed against the company and 
asociated 
Markel 
interests 
and 
this, plus interest and back taxes, 
totals $5,782,698 38. The tax years 
involved are from 1944 through 
1948 
The case began when tax agents 
found that a hospital expense of 
around $10 OOO for the son of Lewis 


Markel, stricken with polio, hod 
been charged off as a business ex­ 
pense 
against 
Markel 
Service, 
agent for American Fidelity. 
At 
that time the late Sam Markel, 
grandfather of the boy, was head 
of 
the 
company 
and 
also 
head of its agent, Markel Services. 
The case, then considered rela­ 
tively minor, was listed for tax 
court adjudication. However, the 
more tax-bird-dog MeElroy began 
looking into the case, the more in­ 
teresting it becam e. For he found 
that the com pany had not given 
him its full records. This discovery 
occurred when the Markets handed 
him some files by mistake and he 
was unable to reconcile them with 
his previous figures taken from 
another set of books previously 
given him. 
It further developed that the 
Markels had overpaid their taxes. 
The files withheld from MeElroy 
were not for cheating on taxes, but 
because the company had suffered 
heavy insurance losses, and it was 
feared these losses, if known would 
affect its future status in insuring 
truck and bus lines. 
These losses have now been re­ 
couped and the company is in 
sound financial condition. 
However, it was this tax situ­ 
ation which put the company in a 
hazardous position with the Vir­ 
ginia 
insurance 
commissioner, 
with the Illinois Insurance Com­ 
mission. and with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Wash­ 
ington. 
Since the company had probably 
overpaid its taxes, however, the 
enforcement division of Internal 
Revenue felt justified in not rec­ 
ommending penal action. This was 
the negative position of Richard 
Schwartz, counsel of the enforce­ 
ment division and one of the tough­ 
est prosecutors in Internal Reve­ 
nue. when Andrews asked why 
there had been no prosecution. 
However, the company may fac t 
trouble with the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission for failure to 
show all of its records. For, in 
floating stocks or bonds under the 
truth-in-secunties act, a company 
must tell the truth, which the Mar­ 
kels did not do when they register­ 
ed an issue with the SEC two 
years ago. 
Just how the versatile Commis­ 
sioner Andrews is going to serve 
as head of a company which has 
all these problems with the gov­ 
ernment and yet not violate the 
conflict-of-interest 
status 
is a 
problem which a committee of 
Congress may well want to scrut­ 
inize. 
Some 
Democrats 
already 
opine that it looks just as interest­ 
ing as hams or mink coats.
